The tanneries are now work- 
ing full forces day and night and che 
harness makers throughout the country 
arc doing a capacity business.

shoes soon, it is reported. The dhoes for 
the French army for the next month were 
let to English factories.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 
PARIS, Oct. 23.—A legal luminary at 
The Hague writes to the Temps regarding 
the situation created in Holland by the 
war.

Bonds to Be Reserved. 

If the 62,000,000 issue of Cook county 
bonds is authorized they will not be all 
sold at once, but will be kept in reserve, 
not only to meet future appropriations 
by the state but to enable Cook county 
to take advantage of lapsed appropria- 
tions to other counties. 

There seems to be some e as 
to whether the approval of this bond 
issue will require a majority of all the 
votes cast at the election, or whether, if 
it gets more “ Yes” than “ No” votes, 
that will be anfficient.

That is how he came to bury his father’s 
ashes in the Hasenpfiug lot in Dden. 
Steindel did not remove the ashes when 
he was divorced by Mrs. Hasenpfiug's 
daughter. He also neglected to remove 
his trunk from their home, although he 
himself went to live elsewhere. 

A couple of weeks ago he was requested 
to send for the trunk. He did so. In his 
new quarters at 1964 North Halsted street 
he opened it. In the top trey lay his 
father’s restless ashes. Steindel got » 
warrant for his ex-mother-in-law on the 
only charge that seemed to fit the case 
grave robbery. 

Mrs. Hasenpflug dug up the ashes Me- 
morial day, Steindel told Judge Uhlir 
yesterday, ‘“‘Afterward she told me 
there was a big surprise in store when i 
opened the trunk.”

Judge Will Appoint Impartial Ex- 
perts te Give Decision. 


(BY ASW rar CORRESPONDENT. } 
Washington, D. C. Oct. 23.—[@pecial.}J— 
Prof. Edwin R. Keedy ot Northwestern 
university today submitted a report on 
“insanity and criminal responsibility.“ 
from a committee of the American Insti- 
tute of Criminal Law and Criminology, 
recommending the enactment of new 
state laws regulating the introduction 
of expert testimony regarding the mental 
condition of defendants in criminal trials. 


Will Avoid Jury Confusion. 

The proposed law, if enacted, will do 
away with the introduction of expert 
medical testimony on both sides of the 
case, which tends to confuse the jury, 
and which has caused so much criticiem 
of the Thaw and many modern criminal 
trials. The report was adopted by the 
institute, and will be referred to rhe 
American Bar association for submis- 
sion to the state legislatures 

The provides in substance that 
where the mental condition of the defend- 
ant in criminal cages ie in question the 
judge of the trial court shall summnon one 
or more disinterested and qualified ex- 
perts, not exceeding three, to testify at 
the trial. 


Testimony for Both Sides. 

Upon the trial of the case the witnesses 
summoned by the court shall be cross 
examined by the counsel for both parties 
in the case, and such summoning of wit- 
nesses by the court Shall not prevent 
either party from using téstimony of 
other alienists at the trial. 
Robert Raleton, judge of the court of 
common pleas of Philadelphia, was elect- 
ed president of the institute, succeeding 
Judge Quincy A. Myere of the Supreme 
court of Indiana.

Wen 
the slege began he went out as 4 cofre- 
spondent in the field and saw many a- 
tions, particularly the battle of Le Mans. 

His deseriptions of the conduet of the 
Germans correspond in a degree to the 
charges now made in the war of today, 
but do not relate actual atrocities. The 
demands made upon Le Mans after ite 
capture by the aid de camp of Prince 
Frederick Charles were amazing from a 
gastronomical point of view. The mayor
